The witnesses are John Shock and his
wife, They nre strangers here,

Methven told s very interssting story
of the case before startiog for New York,
with the witnessos on the slx o'olock
train this morning He says that about
sl months ago John Wotjenkl and wife,
Polish residents of Flushing, became
victimns of polsoning. The wile dled, but
the husband resovered after a violent
fllness. The poisoning appenred mys.
terions at first, buot cirenmstances sub-

uently developéd that led the anthorl-
ties to belleve that the husband had plied
the polson, The Shocks, who were taken
tae New York this morning, were resldents
ol Flushiog at the tlme and friends of
the Wotjenkis. They moved from Flush
ing suddenly, the wife coming to Shen.
andosh and the husband golng to New
Jersey. The wife brought her household
effects to  this town, The desti
natlons of the couple remained »
A mystery to the Flushing police unti
recently, when Shock betrayed his friend
begause the supply of hush money wae
ent off. It is alleged that the Shocks
know sll about the polsoning. Shortly
ufier the desth of the wile they were puid
money by the guilty husband to make
themselves searce. Abont slx weaks awo
Shock wrote to Wotjenki for £15 and
failing to receive it be made his looation
known to the Flushing police. Deputy
Sheriff Methven went to New Jersey and
arredted Shock and brooght bim bhere
yesterday to locate the wife, Methven
anys that in conversation with the couple
last might he learned sufficient to very
materiilly ald the prosecution to bring
nbout a convietion in the cane,

Methven had some trouble in getting
Mra. Shook to necompeny him to New
York, but he was so anxions to get thew
away that he bought thelr tickets, spent
money in treating them royally, snd even
pall $8.47 to have the furniture released
from & levy for one year's taxes made by
Tux Collector Scanlan.
